A Balance deeded 


When the United States o f America 
disco v ers a pro blem the first line o f 
attack upo n it frequently is a barrage 
o f facts and figures that o ften o bscure 
its epicenter, as the o utpo uring abo ut 
the 
current 
energy 
crisis 
ex hibits. 
There is indeed no lack o f data to sho w 
that o ur demand fo r gaso line, gas, o il 
and electricity is o utpacing o ur o wn 
ability to pro duce the usuable energy 
—o r that the gap will beco me wider. 
Fo rewarned, ho wev er, is fo rearmed. 
We sho uld hav e learned by the ferv o r 
o f the so called eco lo gy mo v ement, a 
cause no ble in its intent and sincere in 
its zealo usness, that it is as dangero us 
to o v ersho o t with co rrectiv es as it is 
to land sho rt. 
With that in mind, it 
is appro priate to say that we do no t 
hav e an energy crisis in the United 
States, but simply a serio us energy 
pro blem. 
The Natio nal Petro leum Co uncil, fo r 
ex ample, tells us that so me 55 per cent 
o f the disco v erable o il in the United 
States remains to be fo und. Plentiful 
gas and o il o n the No rth Slo pe o f 
Alaska, disco v ered in 19 6 8, remains 
untapped to day , as do es much o f the 
petro leum o n o ur co ntinental shelf. 
Mo reo v er, 
the United 
States 
has 
mo re than 6 0 0 y ears o f kno wn co al 
supplies unto uched by miner’s pick. 
Nuclear generatio n o f electricity sup­ 
plies o nly o ne tenth o f o ne per cent o f 
o ur to tal energy and o nly 10 per cent 
o f o ur po wer needs after a full decade 


o f dev elo pment. We hav e y et to begin 
o perating the first breeder nuclear 
reacto r co mmercially . 
In these terms, the energy crisis 
that we like to talk abo ut reso lv es it­ 
self do wn to a matter o f natio nal 
prio rities, eco no mics and o ur lo v e fo r 
a full two -car garage, as well as fo r 
the 
16 6 appliances in 
the av erage 
American ho me. 
We 
must 
indeed 
co nso lidate 
the 
thrust o f the 6 4 federal agencies deal­ 
ing with energy pro blems into a Co un­ 
cil o n 
Energy Po licy as 
Co ngress 
appears to be in the pro cess o f do ing. 
Mo re than that, if we are serio us 
abo ut so lv ing the energy pro blem we 
also must co me to terms with o ur­ 
selv es. We canno t hav e air as pristine 
as it was in 17 7 6 and still ex pect to 
get to wo rk o n rubber wheels—ev en 
with mass transit. 
We canno t co n­ 
tinue co nsuming fully o ne third o f the 
wo rld’s energy —and do ubling the co n­ 
sumptio n ev ery decade—witho ut as­ 
phy x iating o urselv es. 
In so me respects, so lutio ns wo uld be 
easier 
if we did hav e a full-blo wn 
crisis because ex treme ex igencies gen­ 
erate stro ng and immediate mandates. 
Ho wev er, because we hav e to find 
a balance—ex actly the right amo unt 
o f po llutio n that we must accept o n 
the o ne hand and the ex act co mpro ­ 
mise 
in

A To ugh President

Richard L. Stro ut, Washingto n staff 
co rrespo ndent o f The Christian Sci­ 
ence Mo nito r, do es a wide searching 
analy sis that justifies the name. 
Nix o n instituted the final Christmas 
bo mbing against No rth Vietnam and 
rescued the peace nego tiatio ns fro m 
breaking do wn. 
Still watching Hano i’s cease fire per­ 
fo rmance, he reminded the Co mmu­ 
nists o f his firmness thro ugh fo ur y ears 
and warned them no t to push him 
again. 
Nix o n’s so lutio n fo r the crime pro b­ 
lem is to reject “ so ft-minded” judges 
and reinstate the death penalty , bo th 
o f which immediately fo und po pular 
suppo rt. 
He welco med the clash with Co n­ 
gress o v er impo unding funds and went 
to the public fo r suppo rt against “ ir­ 
respo nsible” public spending. 
He sent ano ther to ugh y o ung man 
to wreck the Office o f Eco no mic Op- 


po rtunity , because “ it hadn't wo rked 
to reduce po v erty .” but allo cated twice 
the funds fo r the po o r as his first y ear 
in o ffice.

ning,’* Biddle said. 
“ It is the economic p ressu res 
that are the most destru ctiv e 
for p reserv ation. Ou r p hiloso 
p hy at p resent seems to be that 
for land the best u se is its 
highest dev elop ment, the most 
p rofitable u se. that there are 
not^ 
other 
v alu es 
of

Biddle said alternativ es mu stj 
be fou nd to destroy ing

then new u ses shou ld be fou nd. 
Preserv ation effo.’ts cov er not 
only bu ildings, Biddle said, bu t

Fou nded in 19 49 and chart 
ered by Congress, the National 
Tru st for Historic Preserv ation 
acts as a clearing hou se and 
center for efforts to sav e the 
fabric of the p ast.

times called the “ pin bone,” 
when it is near the short loin. 
The flat bone and pin bone 
ire hip or sirloin cuts. The 
pin bone is rather round and 
flattish in shape. 
It is an 
indication of meat tenderness, 
since 
the 
meat 
along 
the 
backbone is considered tops 
for this quality. 


Q: With the recent concern 
over all the chemicals and 
unnecessary additives put into 
our food, I am becoming an 
avid label reader. I find many 
products such as mayonnaise, 
preserves and jams lists no 
ingredients on their labels, I 
am aware there are various

exempt 
from 
listing

fresh vegetables (only certain 
ones, such as ripe tomatoes, 
lettuce, lima beans and peas 
in pods) can be stored un­ 
covered in refrigerator up to 
five days; fruits, one week; 
berries and cherries one to two 
days; others, such as grapes, 
peaches, plums, etc, three to 
five days; eggs covered, one 
week; 
mayonnaise or other 
salad dressing covered after 
opening, no definite time limit 
on keeping if kept cold; jams 
and jellies should not require 
refrigeration, 
n o r 
should 
pickles, if used within a week 
or 
two, 
and 
kept 
tightly

Pruning Trees and Sh rubs: 
Now’s a n ideal time to prune 
sh rubs, 
fruit 
trees, 
grapes, 
every greens 
and 
almost 
all 
oth er 
garden 
plants, 
ex cept 
roses. For roses wait until all 
danger of h eavy frost is over. 
During cold winter plants are 
dormant, 
and 
fresh , 
open 
wounds are less subject to in­ 
sect and disease attacks. 
Like every th ing 
else, th ere 
are a few ex ceptions. Spring 
flowering 
sh rubs 
are 
best 
p r u ne d 
after 
th ey 
h av e 
flowered. Now, if loss of some 
of th is season’s blooms is not 
important, go ah ead and prune 
th em now. 
A few items such as maple 
and birch bleed (lose sap) after 
pruning in late winter. Many 
gardeners th ink th is is like a 
bleeding finger, but actually 
bleeding to plants does not 
h arm. 
It’s 
a 
bit 
unsigh tly . 
Grapes 
often 
bleed 
after 
pruning, and so do oth ers, but 
it’s noth ing to worry about. 
Wh en y ou prune, y ou migh t 
want to h ead th e plants back, 
th in th em out or just sh ear 
th em. Sh earing is th e tech niq ue 
used freq uently , but is one of 
th e poorest for plants. Save 
y our sh earing for h edges q r 
some evergreens such as ar- 
borvitae. 
“Heading back” means th at 
branch es 
are 
cut 
back 
to 
h ealth y side buds. Its purpose 
is to reduce th e size of a plant 
with out destroy ing th e natural 
sh ape. Heading back develops 
more 
dense 
growth , 
since 
branch es cut back may develop 
more th an one new branch from 
each sh oot. 
Th inning a bush means th at 
an entire branch is completely 
removed — y ou th in th em out, 
and no stub remains so th e 
wound h eals rapidly . Proper 
t h i nni ng sh ould be done 
gradually over a 
period 
of 
sev eral y ears, removing only a 
few old or diseased branch es 
at a time. If th e bush is full 
of dense growth y ou can do th e 
job all in one period. 
Don’t be afraid to prune. 
Forget many of th e rules th at 
bog most gardeners down. It’s 
better to do some pruning th an 
to neglect th e ,ilant and let it 
grow into a monster.

A writer for an English rock magazine mentioned that Mick 
Jagger’s cu rrent bird was equ al to her old man in the v ocal 
department. And last week a recording magazine commented 
that one was hearing more of James Tay lor’s wife these day s 
than one was of James Tay lor. This might indicate some 
sort of trend, and it su re does. All of the writers were refer­ 
ring to one woman singer, and her name is Carly Simon. 
Most girls wou ld settle to go steady with any one of the 
nu merou s talented y ou ng men who hav e escorted—or hav e 
been escorted by —Carly . Most girls wou ld be glad to settle 


for the gold records withou t the glamofou s companions. In 
fact, most girls wou ld settle to ju st be six feet tall with long, 
thick hair and a model’s face. Carly has it all. She not only 
has the env iable distinction of being one of the few girls to 
nev er date Henry Kissinger, bu t that Simon is as in Simon 
and Schu ster. Carly didn’t hav e to be talented, beau tifu l, or 
ambitiou s to be rich—bu t it didn’t hu rt. 
Whenev er a beau tifu l woman with a lot of friends in 
show bu siness makes it to the top, people tend to wonder 
what he’s done for her lately . Unfortu nately , many women 
who hav e taken this road to stardom didn’t hav e any talent 
ex cept for their biological ones, and. in spile of influ ential 
friends, they cau ght on like charcoal-broiled ice cream. Re­ 
v iewers were commenting on Carly ’s talents before she dated 
any body that any body ev er heard of. Ev en more impressiv e­ 
ly , her talents are three-pronged—she is a gifted songwriter, 
she is a better-than-av erage gu itar play er, and of cou rse she 
sings. 
One gets a su dden su spicion that instead of Carly ’s being 


attracted to men who cou ld help her career, they were at­ 
tracted tQ her—a woman who was not only beau tifu l and 
witty , bu t also knowledgeable abou t the most important 
thing in a mu sician’s life—mu sic. Perhaps later, when they 
realized the fu ll scope of her talents, they were frightened 
away again. It does seem that most of Carly ’s songs hav e an 
atmosphere of sadness one wou ld not ex pect from a y ou ng 
woman with ev ery reason to not be sad. It wou ld be hard on 
a man’s ego to read in a newspaper colu mn that his cu rrent 
girlfriend might be making hit records while he was du sting 
his scrapbooks! (Particu larly if he began to su spect, himself, 
that it might be so.) 
Sometimes it seems that Carly ’s mu sician friends hav e 
profited more from knowing her than she has from knowing 
them. “You ’re So Vain” was on the hit list long before any ­ 
one su rmized that it was abou t Mick Jagger, or that he sang 
in it. Actu ally , as far as the popu lar press is concerned, 
singing in that record and cu tting his hair are the only 
things Mick has done lately . Those reporters who mention, 


incidentally , that Mick and Carly resemble each other, need 
a cou rse in elementarv biology . If Carly resembled Mick, 
magazine art departments wou ldn’t hav e to airbru sh photos 
of the jacket of her “No Secrets” albu m. Both singers hav e 
lots of teeth, hu t then, so does the av erage donkey . 
Kris Kristofferson u sed to call Carly Simon “Big Fella.” 
He needs a cou rse in biology too. Bu t it is hard to equ ate 
Carly with the av erage woman mu sician. Her talent is too 
independent, her beau ty is large-scale, and her manner has 
the straightforward strength which is a lu x u ry few women 
allow themselv es. • 
The marriage of Mu dslide Slim and Big Fella is obv i­ 
ou sly an ex ample of the occu rances that are shaping the 
mu sic scene of the ’7 0’s. Whether he can accept the possi­ 
bility that he might become Mr. Carly Simon is a qu estion 
for the fu tu re. Hopefu lly , James Tay lor is u sed to belonging 
to a talented family , and keeping his indiv idu al talents in­ 
tact. That seems to come natu rally to Carly . That Big Fella 
is qu ite a girl!

Historic Pipe Organ Finds a New Home

KINGSTON 
The plot is pure detective 
story, 
the 
cast 
is 
pure 
dedication and the catalyst is 
pure lucky happenstance. 
The 
main character is a pipe 
organ 
that has served many 
masters and is about to achieve 
yet . another 
musical 
role. 
Originally made in 1868 as Opus 
No. 8 of Steer and Turner, it 
was first housed in the Rondout 
Baptist Church, later in Temple 
Emanuel, 50 Abeel Street, and 
currently until last week 
in 
First Emanuel Church at that 
same address. 
Starring in the cast are Alan 
Laufman, director of the Organ 
Clearing House and no stranger 
to the Mid-Hudson Valley; the 
Rev. 
Reginald 
L. 
McHugh, 
pastor of First Emmanuel and 
the Rev. James McNulty, CSP, 
pastor of St. Thomas Aquinas 
R o m a n 
Catholic 
Chapel, 
U n i v e r s i t y of Connecticut, 
Storrs, Conn. 
To New Home 
It was the lucky happenstance 
of the Rev. Mr. McHugh — and 
the detective ability of Laufman 
— which deciphered the history 
of the pipe organ and sent it 
on its way to its new home 
at St. Thomas Aquinas Chapel. 


For 
several 
years. 
First 
Emmanuel has wished to find 
a new home for the pipe organ 
it inherited when it took over 
the 
old 
Temple 
Emanuel 
building on Abeel Street. There 
was nothing wrong with the 
organ — it was just that the 
congregation had brought its 
own 
musical 
accompaniment 
from New York when it moved 
to Kingston. Sensitive to the 
aesthetic values of the historic 
organ, the Rev. Mr. McHugh 
sought to find a proper home 
for it. Just recently through the 
sharp-reading eyes of his wife, 
Mrs. McHugh, who is treasurer 
of the board of trustees of the 
c h u r c h , 
Laufman 
was 
discovered 
living 
in 
nearby 
Cornwall on Hudson, where he 
is also an English instructor at 
Storm King School. 
A quick phone call made the 
connection 
with 
the 
organ 
historian and the historic organ. 
Laufman, who keeps track of 
pipe 
organs 
throughout 
the 
United States and Canada plus 
potential homes, was speedy in 
his response. The University of 
Connecticut Catholic Chapel was 
in the market for such an organ 
he knew. A visit to Kingston 
produced the physical evidence 
of a fine instrument. 


The detective part came after 
the facts were in. Several years 
ago as part of his research for 
the Organ Historical Society, 
Laufman had been in Kingston 
seeking Opus 8 of the Steer and 
Turner line — but to no avail. 
The Rondout Baptist Church 
had 
become 
the 
Rondout 
Presbyterian Church and the 
Steer Turner instrument had 
been replaced by Opus 370, 
Odell, in 1899. Incidentally, the 
Opus 370 has been dismanteled 
and is destined for an eventual 
new home in the Fair Street 
Reformed Church. 
Abode Unknown 
The fate of Opus 8 had been 
a 
point 
of 
conjecture 
and 
Laufman really didn’t know its 
current abode until he was 
writing the profile of the First 
Emanuel organ for his records. 
Light 
dawned 
even 
as 
he 
compiled 
the 
data. 
But 
of 
course it was Opus 8. 
And Opus 8 is on its way 
to 
Connecticut. 
After 
three 
days of careful dismanteling and 
tender packing, 
it will 
now 
undergo 
refinishing 
and 
in­ 
stallation 
at 
St. 
Thomas 
Aquinas Chapel during the next 
two to three weeks. 
Assisting with the disman­ 
teling at First Emanuel under 


the direction of Laufman were 
Jim

The New 
Hampshire Church had closed 
and the Woodstock church was 
much in need of a replacement 
for its worn out electronic in­ 
strument — so it was a happy 
match. 
Name of the Game

Riding an Antique Hobby into Profitable Work

KINGSTON 
Ah, the American carousel! 
And the wooden carousel horses 
of yesteryears! Where are they 
today, now that merry-go-round 
steeds are being manufactured 
of fiberglas plastic or cast iron 
from molds taken of the wooden 
originals? 
Well, you’ll find some of them 
in folk’ museums around the 
country, displayed alongside ci­ 
gar store Indians, wooden cows 
for butcher shop window display, 
and fake ducks used for hunting 
wild 
game. 
And 
you'll 
find 
others among the 
assembled 
treasures in private collections 
from Maine to Florida, 
They stand apart on display— 
no longer prancing along to a 
calliope tune. Removed from 
the perpetual whirling race they 
ran every hour of every day 
on the merry-go-round and no 
longer 
subjected 
to 
small 
cowboys 
riding 
high 
in 
the 
saddle and reaching for the 
magic 
ring, 
they 
gallop 
no 
more. 
Not All in Museu»**s 
A 
fair 
share 
of 
them, 
however, have not yet found 
their way into the museums— 
and some of them have been 
given a new lease on life in 
a Kingston basement. 
Their colorful rebirth is due 
to the dedicated ministrations 
of Henry F. Millonig Jr., whose 
interest 
in 
carousel 
horses 
began long, long ago. It all 
started when his father, Henry 
Millonig Sr. (now a retired state 
of

and

resident of Clinton Avenue here) 
brought 
home 
a 
lone horse 
salvaged form the old Kingston 
Point Park merry go round. 
No sturdy steed, he, but a 
broken relic consigned to a 
bushel basket. Deteriorated by 
dry rot, he literally, challenged 
the Millonigs to restore him to 
his former grandeur. Restored, 
he was, and Henry Millonig Jr. 
rode him as a child in his back

yard on Franklin Street. Over 
the years, the Kingston Point 
stallion deteriorated anew----- 
and Millonig, now older, rebuilt 
him again and. realizing his 
antique value, moved him in­ 
doors permanently. 
He’s

and 
treasured 
by 
Millonigs’ 
own 
children 
in 
their 
home 
on 
Hemlock 
Avenue

here. Nor will his brilliant black 
coat and red saddle ever leave 
the

along with three others much 
like him— he will passed from

A Childhood Search 
Even that idea goes back to 
Millonigs own childhood, when 
he searched out old wooden 
horses so he could someday 
pass one on to each of his own 
youngsters. Both he and his 
father searched for years to 
unearth 
the 
aging 
steeds; 
located 
a 
number 
on 
Long 
Island. Of the more than a 
d o z e n 
unearthed 
by 
the 
Millonigs over the years, four 
have remained in the family to 


be 
passed 
along 
from 
first 
generation to second ----- and 
now all happily in the hands 
of a third generation . 
Down 
through 
the 
years, 
Millonig 
estimates 
he 
has 
redone some 14 old carousel 
horses, and he’ll be restoring 
as many more as he can find 
in the future. It is ardous work, 
this antique restoration hobby, 
he says, but one that pays for 
itself. 
It usually bakes 45 hours to 
restore a wooden horse that is 
in fairly good shape. Much work 
goes into stripping off the old 
paint, since some of the vintage 
carousel animals have had as 
many as 60 coats of paint ad 
ministered to them in a lifetime 
that saw them paintet 
every 
spring 
for 
a 
new 
slimmer 
, season in parks and carnivals. 
All of the horses restored by 
M i l l o n i g 
have 
been 
ap­ 
proximately 100 years old, and 
some have come from merry - 
go rounds 
that

retired 
from business. They are of a 
type that has become extinct 
today, those of die old 10 cents 
a 
ride 
variety 
and 
seen 
rarely outside the confines of

Growing In Popularity 
The best place to search to 
search them out, says Millonig. 
is in areas where old merry go 
rounds once spun to gay music. 
Then the dickering must begin 
with their owners, a process 
that involves talking them into 
letting the horses go.

is becoming^more difficult as 
interest in the wooden steeds 
of

Super Trees Are the Trees of the Future

Super Trees are the trees of the future. They are1 
a product of many long years of research and de­ 
velopment by government agencies and private 
industries. 
j 
A Super Tree is one that grows faster, is health­ 
ier, more desirable and bigger than the normal 
tree. While most trees grow about 20 years before, 
they are big enough to cut, the Super Tree is big 
enough to harvest when it is 15 years old or less. 
The steps in making a Super Tree 
1. A forester looks for an outstanding tree with 
a big, straight trunk and the right amount of limbs 
at the top. Then he bores a hole at the base and 
takes out a sample of wood to make certain the 
fiber is good and strong. 
| 
2. When the proper tree is found, a forester, 
shoots a limb from the top. 
| 
3. The limb is grafted or attached to a young tree 
already growing in a seed orchard. The graft is 
wrapped. 
| 
4. Trees have flowers. At a special time of year 
the male flower produces pollen. If the flower is 
to produce a seed, the pollen must be carried or 
blown to the female flower. This is called pollina­ 
tion. The grafted limb of the tree is covered with 
a plastic bag to keep unwanted pollen from reach­ 
ing the female flower. 
I 
5. At the proper time, the forester injects pollen 
collected from the flowers of grafted limbs into the 
plastic bags covering the flowers of other grafted 
limbs. This is called cross-pollination. 
6. The flower then produces a super seed that 
will produce a super, better growing tree.
